CHICAGO, Dec. 4 — (U P) — 
Noted bacteriologists and patholo­ 
gists w orked untiringly today in 
an a tte m p t to protect eight in­ 
fan ts from a deadly and m y steri­ 
ous 
disease 
w hich 
already has 
taken the lives of IO others in the 
m odem ly-equipped nursery of St. 
E lizabeth’s hospital. 
Of the eight four w ere reported 
to be seriously ill. 
The 
strange 
m alady 
confines 
itself to the new born and has 
baffled m edical science since it 
it first appeared in this country 
33 years ago. 
T here seem ed little 
possibility of im m ediate discovery 
of a preventative or treatm en t. 
Physicians freely adm itted they 
know nothing of its origin. 
“We have no meSns ol* saving 
babies once the infection really 
strik es,” Dr. H erm an N. Bundesen, 
president of the board of health, 
said, 
“We 
don’t 
know 
w hat 
causes it. 
It m ay be an u ltra- 
miacroscopic filtrable virus. 
Isolation Im perative 
“A bsolute isolation of the vic­ 
tim s is the only hope of halting 
its spread.” 
The infection takes the form of 
enteritis — inflam m ation of the 
intestinal tra c t. The victim s show 
no fever. 
“It seem s to be a very violent 
infection w ith acute poisoning,” 
Bundesen said. 
“D eath 
usually 
ensues w ithin 24 hours.” 
The first victim a t St. E liza­ 
beth’s w as Carol W illiam s, 14 days 
old. who fell ill and died w ithin a 
few hours on Nov. 27. 
Two more 
babies died the following day. 
Twelve babies w ere sent to th eir 
homes to avoid possible infection 
and the hospital was closed to 
fu rth er obstetrical cases. 
S a tu r­ 
day six of the children were re­ 
turned to the nursery. 
All were 
isolated w ith special nurses on an 
upper floor of the hospital. 
The 
disease continued to kill. 
Nov. 27 three m ore died. 
The 
last death occurred early T hurs­ 
day. 
Dr. Richard II. Jaffe, director 
Of the pathological institu te of the 
Cook county hospital, perform ed 
autopsies on the victim s and an ­ 
nounced he could not determ ine 
the cause. 
He said the sam e virulent in- 
, fection w as found in each case.

proprietor, who was slain during 
a holdup the night of July 4, 1937. 
The jury was out little more 
than one hour, and to make cer­ 
tain that the verdict could not be 
misunderstood, copied the form of 
the first-degree 
murder 
verdict, 
and all signed the verdict, both 
the regular form and and the ex­ 
tra verdict 
being 
accepted 
by 
Judge H. M. Rankin. 
Defense counsel 
announced 
a 
motion for a new trial would be 
made. 
Judge Rankin commended 
the jury on its verdict, saying that 
in the opinion of the Court it was 
a just verdict and the only one 
that could be returned in face of 
the evidence in the case. 
Jones, 
immediately after the 
verdict, stated to newspapermen 
that he expected the death ver­ 
dict and was relieved because he 
would not have to pass long years 
behind prison walls. 
.Tones, in admitting his slaying 
of Lindsey when placed 
on 
the 
witness stand 
had 
stated 
that 
more than TS years of his life had 
been passed in correctional insti­ 
tutions, and that he was released 
from the Ohio penitentiary last 
February, and since that time had 
committed many armed robberies 
in Ohio and Indiana. 
During the afternoon’s session 
of court several additional guards 
were placed in the courtroom and 
corridors when a rumor was cur­ 
rent that friends of Jones might 
attempt to rescue him. All stran­ 
gers were carefully 
scanned 
by 
the police and deputy sheriffs. The 
guard will probably be continued 
while Jones remains in the Fay­ 
ette county jail. 
Walter Barnes, companion 
in 
crime and jointly indicted with 
Jones for the Lindsey murder, and 
who turned state’s evidence, will 
probably face the court next week.

Every educated person w ishes to 
be able to express him self clearly 
and easily, to describe his thoughts 
so thoroughly auld accurately th a t 
he will not be m isunderstood auld 
be able to understand the exact 
Im parted by another person. F or 
m eaning this reason there should be 
no doubt as to the value of study of 
English from the first day a child 
en ters school until the last day of 
his senior year. 
But if he should w ant to con­ 
stru c t some com plicated m achine, 
bridge, or building he would soon 
discover th a t it would not only be 
difficult, but in m ost case* im ­ 
possible to describe it. 
So an ­ 
other language comes to his res­ 
cue, a universal graphic language 
called m echanical draw ing. 
This 
language is universal because a 
draw ing m ade in this country can 
be read and clearly understood by 
the people of any foreign country. 
Likewise he can read the draw ­ 
ings of others with out any word 
description or knowledge of their 
language. 
A w ritten description of a new 
piece of m achinery or furniture 
would have to be very long to tell 
all about it and even m ight be 
m isunderstood. 
It would bs im­ 
possible to construct an autom o­ 
bile or airplane from either a word 
description or a picture, 
The process of this m echanical 
draw ing language is the m aking 
of a series of views of every detail, 
arranged according to a definite 
system , w ith figures added to tell 
the sizes. 
The language of draw ing has its 
own rules, form s, gram m ar, styles, 
symbols, and abbreviations, and its 
study not only 
gives 
one 
the 
ability to express 
his 
thoughts 
w ithout words, but develops con­ 
structive im agination and reason­ 
ing, and creates a habit of correct 
thinking.

The Rest Giver 
And yet this M aster workman, 
so often himself weary, stands 
forth and invites all the wearied 
ones of earth to come to him for 
rest. "Come unto mc, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you re s t Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly In heart; and 
ye .shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke is easy and my bur­ 
den 
is light. 
Jesus saw men 
treated as brute beasts burdened 
defense of John against John’s 
to fall under their crushing loads, 
and offered to give them, not rest 
from their labor, but rest in their 
labor. 
Burdens of Doubt 
This gracious invitation of our 
Lord grew partially from the ex­ 
perience of his faithful forerunner, 
John the Baptist, who sent m es­ 
sengers from his prison to inquire 
of Jesus, "A rt thou he that should 
come, or look we for another?" 
Here was 
a 
man 
weary 
and 
heavy laden” with doubt and dis­ 
couragement. But he brought his 
burden to Jesus, and received a 
message to reassure him and give 
him peace and courage. 
Jesus 
was meeting the same "contradic­ 
tion of sinners” a t which John 
had become discouraged, but he 
met it with calm confidence in his 
leather’s unfailing love. From his 
defense of John against John’s 
enemies and his, he turned to 
pray, "I thank thee, O Feather, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou didst hide these things from 
the wise and understanding, and 
didst rveal them unto babes: yea, 
F’ather, for as it was well-pleas­ 
ing in thy sight.” He allowed no 
bitterness of his enemies to break 
through 
into 
the 
rest he had 
through his fellowship with his 
Feather. "Oh w hat peace we oft­ 
en forfeit, O w hat needless pain 
we bear, all because we do not 
carry 
everything 
to 
God 
in 
prayer." 
Hest in Service 
So from the burdens of doubt 
and discouragement and the still 
more grievous burden of sin we 
may find rest and release in Jesus 
Christ. 
But this rest is not one 
of lazy inactivity, but rather of 
service with Christ: 
"Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me 
. . . and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. 
For my yoke is easy, 
and my burden is light." He beats 
the yoke and shares the burden 
with us, and serving with and for 
him becomes a joy and privilege. 
"There rcm aineth therefore a sab­ 
bath rest for the people of God. 
. . , La*t us therefore give dili­ 
gently to enter into th at rest." 
"Lord, Thou hast made 
us 
for 
Thyself, and our souls are restless 
till they find their rest in Thee.”
